BERKELEY, November 12.—The five 


hundred blue and gold balloons that had 
been secretly ordered for the big inter- 
collegiate football team game were not 
in evidence In the California section at 
the new. California field this afternoon. 
Back of this fact lies an interesting 
story of two clever Intrigues worked by 
both California and Stanford students. 


When Louis P. Bulkley, yell leader of 


the California rooters; Harry Dehm. 
president of the Associated Students, 
and Walter De Leon, assistant yell 
leader, ordered the 
balloons 
several 


days ago they believed the transaction 
was a dead secret. But the men who 
were to make them, a firm at 907 Sac- 
ramento street, San Francisco, were 
also importuned by Stanford with a 
like order. 


Finally the Stanfordites paid enough 


to have the Italian balloon makers can- 


cel the order and themselves ordered 
five hundred.

When the Berkeley boys entered the.

ing shut up with hardened chara-tTS. 


Judge S. P. Hall, as Judge of the 


Criminal Department of the Juvenile 
Court toM of the way in w'lirh he >e- 
t-arded the law and what he was sn- 
ub ed to do with It. 


Captain W. J. Petersen told of the 


attitude oil the general policeman to 
the law.

Mar.y of these tnen 
are not criminals when sent there, but 
In such a college of crime, they soon 
become as bad as any. 


"California has more than its i ro- 


portion of criminals. Wanderers river 
the fare of the country com? here and 
the wean stops them from going "ar- 
ther. The Alaska gold fields have at- 
tracted mnny a hardened character, 
some- of whom hnve found lodging here. 
The movement 
of 
large bodies of 


troops to the Philippines by tVie f-ov- 
ernment. necessitates the stationing of i 
thpm for a time in_San Francisco. Many 
are discharged here and add to this 
class. 


"At San Quentin the prisoners are 


locked in their cells at 3 p. m. Surday 
afternoon and remain there until the 


work Is looking toward a movement 
now on foot for the enlargement of 
Fol om prison. 
Here it is proposed 


to hold the hardened criminals w'.iile 
Sar Quentfn will be converted into a 
refc rmatcrry. 
Its locality and general 


con t ruction will readily admit of this 
change. 


" There is another breeding-place for 


crime and that is the county jails of 
the State. 
These originally were in- 


tended as detention prisons but have 
corre to be used as places of punish- 
mei t. The tramps from all over the 
country herd into these places during 
the winter months. They have news- 
pap«rs and cards, are kept warm and 
fed well ana what more does the av- 
erage tramp want in the rainy weath- 
er. The men are allowed to come to- 
gether and talk with the Jesuit that 
the bad spoil those not already so. Ev- 
ery man should be in a separate cell 
and this would solve to a large extent 
the tramp problem."

1'ast year cost the State afcout $15,000 
as near as it can be figured. To have

these same boys to the prisons 


would have cost $103.000.

J Klge S. P. Hall was next Introduced 


by Toastmaster Pendleton as the Judge 
Lir.dsey of Alameda County.

fer'ing to this, Judge Hall said: "No 
gre iter compliment could have been 
pal i me than to link my name with that 
of Judge Lindsey. He is doing a most 
magnificent work." 


Judge Hall directed "nls remarks to 


tell'ng ot having seen the necessity of 
soi -e such law before the present act 
wa . passed. 


' In years gone by," he said, "I have 


tat en it upon myself to place a boy 
on probation. The present law saves 
us from having to send many a boy 
to he penitentiary, who Is really not a 
cri mnal. 
He has been induced to 


en ne perhaps through force of circum- 
stances, possibly he is a little weak, 
bu- if given a chance with the arm of 
the law to rest upon rather than to 
fear, he will reform." 


CAPTAIN PETERSEN.

policeman, I will'say that he has his 
own particular duties to perform.

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BORAX FIELDS. 


In theArgentine 
Republic 
are vast 


fields of borax, which are sometimes 
spoken of as borax "mines." They are 
not mines, however, as the process of 
securing the borax is closer akin to 
agriculture than mining. 
"The vast, 


flat, earthy surfaces of the borax fields" 
says a writer in describing the scene, 
"lost themselves in the extreme dis- 
tance or mirage, and to all appearance 
any one square yard was similar to any 
other part. 
Wherever the crust of the 


salines In the locality of Tres Morros 
or Moreno had been due into twelve or 
fourteen inches deep, there lay masses 
of soft, white, round 'potatoes' of bor- 
ax, packed closely together to a depth 
of about eighteen inches. 
"Digging borax was just like digg'lng 


potatoes, and the borax 'potatoes' were 
staked in rows on the ground, just as 
freshly dug potatoes on a farm are 
laid in rows. 
The lumps of borax, 


however, are probably flv? or six times 
as numerous a;' real potatoes would be 
in the same area. The lumps of borax 
varied from the size of a hen's egg to 
pieces of one and two cubic feet in size. 
They lay close below the surface, and 
when broken were soft looking, like 
moist snow. 


"And lying In rows in the air, sub- 


jet to ethnteni ETAOINNNNNNNNU 
ject to the Intensely drying winds that 
swept over the plains, the wet snow 
color became white, like pure, dry snow, 
the lumps became bard, and the weight 
diminished more than half, by reason 
of the evaporation of the water. 
The 


borax then contained about 45 per cent 
of pure boracic acid. In some places 
borax lay in unbroken seams fifteen to 
twenty inches thick.—Chicago News.
